A Hallmark of quality in London

9 On the eve of his 2 let anniversary in the restaurant 
business, Australian Kenneth Hall has opened the glamorous 
Adelaide Room in Jenny n Street, just behind Piccadilly. 



ALREADY the restaurant has be- 
come a popular meeting place for 
Australians in London. 

One of the best-known caterers in England, 
Mr. Hall is famous fcr his chain of Quality 
Irmi throughout London, the exclusive 
"Caprice" and "Monsigneur" restaurant*, 
itit club-like Jules Bar. and, most of all, 
wttu imaginative catering f or private parties. 

The need for a pleasant spot where 
people could hold wedding receptions and 



private parties gave me the idea for the 
Adelaide Room," says Mr. Hall. 

"This type of restaurant is rare- in London. 
Knowing how many there were in Australia 
made me keen to try the idea here." 

Mt. Hnll opens his Adelaide Room as a 
lunchtime restaurant, hut reserves the even- 
ings for private bookings. 

And in the premises once famous as Luigi's, 
amid attractive murals depicting some nf 
London's most beautiful landmarks, Mr Hall's 
experienced staff can turn on anything from 
a small cocktail party to a full-sized banquet. 

One of the first parties, soon after the 
opening of the Adelaide Room, was for a 
German airline. 

"When I arrived to supervise arrange- 
ments," said Mr. Hall, "I discovered three 
big logs and a crosscut saw in the middle of 
my new carpel. 

"I was told that the airline had flnwn over 
a company of Bavarian folk danrers. Onr nf 
their dances involved the sawing of these logs. 
I pointed out that we weren't in the middle 
of a forest, and managed to get the logs into 
a furnace." 

But Mr. Hall's career has been varied 
enough to equip him for most emergencies. 

Born in Sydney, he and his brother, Alan, 
studied law after they left Scots College. 

"We both found it rather dull," he says, 
"so T left Australia with the magician Dante, 
acting as hit stage stooge and manager." 

Mr. Hall reached London a year later 
and when his brother also arrived they found 
that London offered good scope for medium - 
priced restaurants. 

'*V'ou could easily get a superb meal for 
£1, or a cafe meal for 2/- — but there was 
nothing in between," he says. 

Then they remembered Sydney's popular 
Quality Inn in King Street. 

(This was in the lfWs. and the restaurant 
has long since been replaced by shops.) 

"Without a blush we asked relatives in 
Sydney to measure booths, tables, and every 
detail of Quality Inn — including thr coat- 
hangers," Ken Hall says. "We also borrowed 
their idea of providing the second coffer free."

Hall now- has 12 Quality Inns in London in 
which he feeds several million ppnplr a year. 

In 1947 he started the "Caprire" restaur- 
ant, meeting place of stage and screen stars, 
and famous for food and atrnosphnr. 

In 1950 he sold the "Caprice," but, want- 
ing to open another restaurant in the same 
class, designed the ArirliiiuY Rnnm. 

"I began my private catering rrosinevs only 
three years ago and have been fascinated 
by its possibilities," he says, "I.asi vear I 
arranged two of the biggest parties of the year. 

"One. was the Dulcc of Bedford's, bannucl 
for 1000 people at bis family seat, Wnburn 
Abbey, and the other was Sir Douglas Fair- 
hanks' parry for Ascot Week." 

It was Mr, Hall who introduced the hat- 
berue 10 Knglish parties.

BUT aside from such 
brief moments he will 
be a very happy man, and 
his Australian audience — 
if his previous tours are any 
criterion — will be spell- 
bound. 

To oversimplify, Fmlyn 
Williams' "act" is to stand 
alone on a purple-draped 
stage and read Dickens fur 
two-and-a-half hours. 

His only props are a copy 
of the desk from which 
Dickens gave hi» own read- 
ings, a Rhus nf water, and a 
fcW volumes. He rums the 
pages of these, but lie docs not 
need to read from them. He 
is word-perfect long since. 

Then, with the additional 
aids of lighting, his voice, a 
superb Dickens make-up, and 
snme elegant Victorian tailor- 
ing, he re-creates the author's 
characters and scenes. 

He takes rhe part nf each 
char ni'ter, combining 
eloquence with brilliant act- 
in it, 

Fhis one-man stage mara- 
thon that began as a gamble 
has won the highest praise of 
critics in Britain, the VS., 
Africa, and (he Continent. 

Australians will have three 
[Months in which io judge 
Williams as a ''master of act- 
ing" ("New York Times"). 

During this time he will 
tour capital cities and country 
centres, beginning in Sydney 
on April 19. 

Born 52 yean ago in the 
tiny Welsh village of Mostyn, 
Fmlyn Williams first made 
headlines in the "30s in his 
osva play "Night Must Fall," 
a sinister psychological study 
uf an amoral young murderer. 

Three years later followed 
another near-classic, "The 
Com Is Green." It. starred 
Dame Sybil Thorndik* and 
established Williams' success 
as an actor and playwright. 

When Williams first 
planned his Dickens readings 
he took considerable time 
over the tricky problem of 
choosing a programme. 

Many people, he believed, 
would shi from a Theatre that 
featured an old man reading 
what are often referred to as 
"school books." 

So, in London, he opened 
v nil Moving in Society and 
scenes of the Podsnap family 
from "Our Mutual Friend." 

The most overheard com- 
ment during the interval was

"1 really worked— reading, 
re-reading, selecting, piecing 
together, trying to get variety 
and balance. And there was 
no way to rehearse except on 
friends. 

"It became so that when 
my friends were asked to din- 
ner they knew what they were 
in for — hours of my stamping 
up and down, spouting 



Dickens, and asking what they 
thought." 

To get the right atmos- 
phere. Williams spent many 
hours at thi author's house in 
Doughty Street, and, for the 
first few stage appearances, 
actually used Dickens' desk, a 
massive Victorian construc- 
tion too valuable tn use con- 
stantly in the theatre. 

Now he uses a replica which 
folds neatly into a packing- 
case and weighs about one- 
quarter of the original. 

The number of words he 
utters on the stage which 
Dickens did not write is 



minute, but there have been 
some fairly bold transitions to 
which none of his audiences 
so far have objected. 

"Sometimes," says Williams, 
"one or two characters appear 
in scenes Dickens didn't put 
them in. But I argued that 
they might easily have been 
there — they knew all the 
people present and they fit 
so well.

cailicr in the story has to go 
. . . sometimes a few lines are 
needed to link extracts. But 
they are the simplest and 
fewest words I can ihin'k of. 

"1 have never, for instance, 
put in a funny line that wasn't 
Di i kens'.

Although Williams has had 
no complaints from Dickens 
experts, he has had some use- 
ful information. 

He had always understood, 
for example, that Dickens 
wore a red geranium in bis 
huttnnhole. Early photo- 
graphs, however, showed 
soracthing lighter, which 
Williams couldn't make out. 

He varied the costume with 
a white carnation until he re- 
ceived a letter from a man 
whose father had attended 
Dickens' readings. 

I 'his correspondent claimed 
that the boutcmniere was, in 
fact, 3 cluster uf rubies and 
diamonds. Williams went hack 
to ihe red geranium.

"I don't want Lo be haunted 
by him," he says in his soft 
Welsh accent. 

"I won't play him in a play. 
He was an unhappy man — 
and a genius. A genius is im- 
possible to portray on stage-" 
Will Australians like his 
readings? Williams hopes so. 
If they do. he will include 
some dramatised versions of 
prose by the late Dylan 
Thomas, a fellow Welshman. 

He wonders particularly 
about the murder of Nancy 
in "Oliver Twist." 

"It is vecy dramatic. I 
don't know whether a modern 
audience will be able to rake 
it. It's a bit Grand Cmignol 
with all those gasps and 
gurgles. 

"It ' killed Dickens, you 
knnw. I hope it won't have 
the same effect on me."

ESS About sound 



SOUNDS are pressure waves 
in the air whidt travel at 
1 100 feet a second. 

That's why for every second you 
U'uni between a lightning flash and 
us thunder the Lightning is about 
1100 feet away. 

The pressure waves come from any- 
]hin s (hat vibrates — thunder, a mo»- 
ln K tram, an engine starting, your 
own voice. 

But you don't hear these pressure 
*»ves as sound until ahout 30 or 
"lore of them vibrate outward from 
tie source of the sound each second. 
These .10 oscillations, or cycles, arc 



knnwn ns the frequency of the pres- 
sure waves. 

And the higher the frequency the 
higher the note. 

A frequency of 30 cycles a serond 
makes an extremely low nute, a "dull 
gTowl," but a frequency of thou- 
sands of cycles a second makes a high, 
unpleasant squeak. 

At I5,(K>0 cycles a second sound is 
so high that it can't be heard by 
most adult ears. 

Rut children can delect higher 
sounds than adults, while dogs can 
pick up sounds at about 40,000 cycles 
a second, and bats as high as 100,000 
cycles. 



fiats emit beep-brep squeaks and 
get sound echoes back from objects. 
Although Mind, in this way, by using 
their own sound- radar, they never 
hump into anything. 

Frequencies of 100,000 to 1,000,000 
or more cycles a second are knuwn as 
"supcrsonics"— high-speed vibrations 
which detect flaws in castings and 
which heat substances and even de- 
stroy them. 

Supersonic waves have been used 
in modern brain surgery. A beam of 
these waves, focused with extreme 
accuracy on a tiny diseased part of 
the brain, has destroyed the area.

Sqgncf (House 
of Dreams) is Erik's retreat 
from the pressure of designing 
hais in the cities of Europe. 

Erik is now 3 name and a label 
well known throughout Europe and 
America, but it was in Paris thnt 
he first made his mark ;u a hat 
designer. There, in his early days, 
he moved in the. fashion world and 
counted among his friend* such 
celebrities as Albbuy, the hat de- 
signer, Gruau, the fashion artist, 
and the late Jacques Fath. 

Just as Paris was beginning 10 
notice this young designer of hats, 
just as his business was beginning 
to flourish, World War II began.

Many of Erik's old friends from 
faraway Europe were then Jiving 



in and around lovely Beverly Hills, 
and the) Wpfld to make his visit 
there memorable. 

Monsieur Erik has travelled r- v . 
lensivrly. and while in America 
svent to many ditTcn'iil places in 
South America as well a* N«nrh 
.America. On his travels he broad- 
ened his knowledge nf women, 
dierr likes, their dislikes, and their 
many styles of dressing, 

Then F.rilt returned to Europe [q 
open another salon. This lime he 
captured London as he had cap- 
tured Paris. Monsieur Erik ex- 
plained bis choice of Ixindon instead 
of Paris when he said: 

"Thetf eost more" 

M In the first place, 1 like the 
charm, the reticent distinction, and 
the quiet smartness, the quality of 
my customers. Then." he added 
with a smile, "because hats are 
worth much more in London than 
in Paris." 

When hit Nourishing salon in a 
comer of Claridgc's Hotrl ran spare 
him, Erik spends most of his time 
at his lovely casa on the Riviera. 
There he can relax, or, as he usu- 
ally prefers tu do, he can entertain, 
Erik's wonderful parties are famous 
on the Rfviera for their food and 
their "Who's Who" gucst-lisrs. 

The two separate guesthouses 
lhal are situated in the spacious 
grounds ol his casa help to make 
entertaining much easier.
